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Police rescue lifeless’ 
dogs

TWO ‘almost lifeless’ dogs were pulled 
from a scorching hot car in Ely by 
police officers this week, as outside 
temperatures reached close to 30C. 

The Yorkshire terriers had been left 
inside a vehicle with just one window 
slightly open in Waitrose car park on 
Saturday morning, which turned out to 
be one of the hottest days of the year so 
far. 

Horrified shoppers called police, who 
smashed one of the vehicle’s windows 
to free the terriers, both of which sur¬ 
vived. 

The shocking incident has sparked yet 
another warning from both police and 
the RSPCA, who are urging dog owners 
to leave their pets at home when the 
weather is hot. 

One shopper, who witnessed the inci¬ 
dent, said: “The dogs were almost life¬ 
less. They were sweltering and it was 
painful to see. 

“The police were really good and 
didn’t hesitate to smash the window. 

The dogs’ owners should be ashamed of 
themselves.” 

Another eye-witness, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I don’t think 
I’ve ever been so angry in my life. 

“The window was only ever so slightly 
open and we ah know how hot it was on 
Saturday. I think they would have died 
in that car if the police hadn’t arrived 
when they did.” 

Local RSPCA inspector, Richard 
Lythgoe, did not attend the incident as 
police dealt with it, but says dogs being 
left in hot cars is happening “far too 


from scorching car 


often”. He said: “Sadly, despite warning 
after warning, dogs are still being left 
inside cars in hot weather. 

“Dogs are not able to cool themselves 
down like humans and can die in a hot 
car within half an hour. 

“Leaving a window open a couple of 
inches, or leaving water inside the car, 
does not make any difference and ah 
too often we are having to pull dead 
dogs out of cars, which is not pleasant 
for us, nor the owners. 

“If the weather is hot, leave your dog at 
home where they have access to a cool 
spot.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Police said that officers were called to 
the car park at around 10am and con¬ 
firmed that a window had to be smashed 
to get to the dogs. 

He said: “The owner was given strong 
words of advice regarding leaving ani¬ 
mals in hot cars and has been reported 
to the RSPCA by staff at a nearby shop. 

“We would remind people how dan¬ 
gerous it is to leave animals or young 
children in cars during hot weather. 

“Temperatures inside can soar very 
quickly and can have devastating con¬ 
sequences.”

Racing worker 
found hanged 


A STABLE worker whose 
body was found in a field in 
Soham had hanged herself, 
an inquest heard. 

The body of Pamela 
Winterburn, 44, was discov¬ 
ered last Monday evening on 
land at Clipsow Meadow in 
Soham. 

Pam, of Orchard Row, 
Soham, had shaped a career 
in racing as a stable girl. 

She was known in 
Newmarket for looking after 
Sir Henry Cecil’s winner of 
the 1999 Oaks and Yorkshire 
Oaks, Ramruma. 

She also looked after Shiva, 
another Group One winner, in 
1999, just months after she 
joined the Warren Place team. 

More recently, Pam worked 
at Hugo Palmer’s stables for 
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14 months, before leaving in 
April. 

She then moved onto a job 
with Ed Walker back at 
Warren Place, with her 
employment ending there at 
the end of May. 

An inquest into her death 
was opened and adjourned 
pending further enquiries 
last Friday and the cause of 
death was provisionally given 
as hanging. 

Pam was known to have 
been working with Racing 
Welfare and the National 
Union of Stable Staff (NASS) 
in the weeks before her death 
as they looked into employ¬ 
ment issues she was facing. 


Jan Wade, a spokesperson 
for Racing Welfare, said: “We 
are extremely sad to hear 
about the death of Pam 
Winterburn. 

“We can never confirm or 
deny that someone is on our 
books but we are there for 
people in Pam’s position that 
need help and any of our wel¬ 
fare services would have been 
made available to her. 

“These services are always 
available to her friends and 
family. 

“Anyone who would like to 
contact our welfare office will 
receive help.” 

Cambridgeshire Police con¬ 
firmed that Pam was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

A full inquest into her death 
will be held in December.

Firm fined after 
worker injured 


RENOWNED agricultural 
business G’s Fresh has been 
fined £12,000 after a worker’s 
arm was crushed at one of its 
farms. 

The employee was clearing 
compost out of growing tun¬ 
nels after the harvest of a crop 
of mushrooms when the inci¬ 
dent happened at the compa¬ 
ny’s Littleport Mushroom 
Farm LLP on January 25 last 
year. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court heard last week that the 
employee, from Thetford, 
Norfolk, who was 31 at the 
time, was rolling a net and 
polythene sheet onto a spe¬ 
cially-designed emptying 
machine, when the sheet 
dropped away. 

He attempted to tuck it back 
into the machine without 
stopping it, but his left, gloved 
hand became caught into the 
winding mechanism. The 
machine continued to wind 
the net and sheet onto its roll- 
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er, pulling the worker’s arm 
with it up to his shoulder. 

On hearing him shout, 
another employee ran to the 
machine and stopped it. 

The court heard that he then 
used the reverse button to free 
the worker’s arm, which by 
then was crushed in several 
places. 

The worker suffered a frac¬ 
ture to his left forearm and 
another to his upper arm, as 
well as bruising on the left 
hand side of his chest and 
back. He had to stay off work 
for over a year. 

An investigation by the 
Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) found that Littleport 
Mushroom Farm LLP had 
failed to identify that the 
machine’s roller was unguard¬ 
ed when they purchased it, 
and had therefore not provid¬ 
ed guarding for the dangerous 


part of the machine. 

The farm was fined £12,000 
and ordered to pay costs of 
£2,700 after pleading guilty to 
a breach of Regulation 11(1) of 
the Provision and Use of Work 
Equipment Regulations 1998. 

A spokesman for G’s Fresh 
said: “Littleport Mushroom 
Farms LLP is a young start-up 
business having now operated 
for 20 months. 

“An accident occurred with¬ 
in seven weeks of opening, 
where one of our employees 
came into contact with a piece 
of machinery and sustained 
multiple fractures to one of his 
arms. 

“The company deeply 
regrets that this incident 
occurred and that harm was 
caused to one of our employ¬ 
ees. 

“The company continues to 
invest in the safety of its staff. 

“This is being achieved 
through an innovative and 
proactive approach.”

A DATE has been set 
for an inquest into the 
death of a popular 
Soham Village 
College student. 

Pasha Clark, 16, suf¬ 


fered a cardiac arrest 
following a medical 
incident at her home 
in Soham High Street 
on Sunday, June 8. 

Emergency services 


attended but Pasha 
died at the scene. 

The results of an 
autopsy carried out at 
Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital were incon¬ 


clusive, with the 
results of toxicology 
tests still awaited. 

An inquest will be 
held in Huntingdon 
on August 20.

lUrbines: two 
more proposed 


TWO wind turbines look set 
to be erected just a few miles 
from where another mini 
wind farm is proposed. 

Just a week after bosses at 
REG Windpower applied for 
planning permission to erect 
three turbines at Berry Fen - 
land between Haddenham 
and Aldreth - local farmer 
Chris Attle has submitted 
proposals to erect two tur¬ 
bines on his land at Redhill 
Farm in Cambridge Road, 
Stretham. 

The plan, which has been 
lodged with East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, is for the turbines to 
be 102m high to the tip of 
their blades. 

Mr Attle, who was a fierce 
opponent of the mammoth 
Mereham plans, which would 
have seen many of the thou¬ 
sands of proposed homes

built on part of his land, feels 
that the turbines will not only 
safeguard the future of his 
farm, but also prevent any 
further attempts to build new 
homes there. 

He said: “The advantage of 
the turbines is that they not 
only provide safe, clean, 
energy but we can continue 
to farm right up to the bases 
of them, unlike solar farms 
which generally result in the 
loss of good agricultural land, 
and biogas, which has been 
causing chaos on local 
routes.” 

Mr Attle held a public meet¬ 
ing regarding his proposals 
back in May. 

As reported last week, REG 
Windpower wants to erect 
three turbines - each one 


measuring 125m to the top of 
its blade - at Berry Fen. 

The firm says the new tur¬ 
bines could provide enough 
renewable energy to power 
4,500 homes and that if they 
are approved a community 
fund of over £30,000 a year 
will be created to support 
local good causes. 

But protestors, who have 
come together to form the 
Stop Berry Wind Farm pro¬ 
test group, describe the pro¬ 
posed turbines as “mon¬ 
strous” and say they will 
“destroy the peace and tran¬ 
quility” of the area, “wreak 
havoc” on local wildlife and 
have a detrimental impact on 
local property prices. 

The decision on both sets of 
proposals lies with the dis¬ 
trict council. Visit www.east- 
cambs.gov.uk to have your 
say.

There must be better ways... 

We are of the opinion the EU Policy, the British 
government’s weakness, stretched councils 
and a run down British public leaves us in a 
position where if you want to build a small 
extension on your house affecting maybe a 
dozen other members of the community it gets 
as much time for debate as erecting three huge 
wind turbines outside of any development 
envelope that affects thousands. 

We are grateful to your paper for bringing the 
news of this development to the attention of 
your readers as the attempts by the developers 
are considered less than adequate. 

The reasons for objection could fill several 
volumes, suffice to say destruction of an idyllic 
rural setting, what will amount to blatant 
killing of protected species, the great loss of 
recreational amenity and for those sensitive, a 
catastrophic effect on their health due to noise 
and shadow flicker. 

We were led to believe that an anemometer 
mast was necessary to gather wind 
information before the turbines could be 
positioned, no mast has been erected and the 
detailed application has been submitted. This 
would bring into doubt any claims the 
developer makes for the amount of electricity 
that can be generated. 

Other restrictions on the grid connection have 
not been clarified and it is unclear whether 
these turbines are only going to turn at night 
when the solar generation ceases. 

The consensus in the community can be 
judged by the 170 objections raised to this 
temporary mast, but again due to an 
inadequate National Planning Framework the 
council, it would appear, could not refuse it. 
The evidence is gradually being revealed that 
this is not a sustainable form of renewable 
energy and in fact the forced increase to 
electricity energy prices has led to increased 
fuel poverty and in 2010 resulted in 2700 
deaths. 

The bribes offered to communities and 
landowners, would in any other industry be 
considered to be corrupt business practice, are 
blessed by the government. 

There must be better ways to protect the 
planet, our green and pleasant land, and 
generate energy.

Pet dog crushed 
in reclining chair 


A PENSIONER is urging pet owners 
and parents of young children to be 
cautious after her beloved dog was 
crushed to death in a reclining chair. 

Josephine McMillan, 73, has been 
left distraught after her 17-year-old 
Jack Russell Terrier, Elbe, crawled 
underneath her reclining chair with¬ 
out her realising. 

When Mrs McMillan, from Sutton, 
used the controls to lift the chair up, 
Ellie got caught inside it and, tragi¬ 
cally, was killed. 

Mrs McMillan said: “I’m absolutely 
devastated. 

“Ellie was 17-years-old, both blind 
and deaf, and I’d had her since she was 
around three. She was such a gentle, 
loving little dog and was my compan¬ 
ion. I’ll never forgive myself for what 
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happened. 

“Elbe had never been near the 
reclining chair before and still to this 
day I’m not sure why she went under¬ 
neath it. 

“I’m not sure whether she smelt a bit 
of food under there. I went to get off 
the chair and into my wheelchair and 
as I used the controls all I heard was a 
little yelp.” 

Mrs McMillan called her neighbours 
for help but, despite their best efforts, 
Elbe had died. 

She said: “We totally dismantled the 
chair to try and get Elbe out but it was 
too late. She’d been crushed to death. 

“It’s scary how it happened - she’d 


squeezed her head through a gap no 
bigger than a few inches and she just 
couldn’t get out in time.” 

Mrs McMillan, who has since had 
Elbe cremated, said: “I’m getting rid of 
the chair. I don’t want it anymore as 
every time I look at it, it reminds me of 
what happened and what I did. 

“I want people to be aware just how 
dangerous these reclining chairs can 
be. 

“This could happen to anyone’s pet, 
or heaven forbid, a child. All they have 
to do is crawl or put their hand under¬ 
neath the chair and it could be 
crushed in seconds. 

“If you have a reclining chair, please 
be careful with it. I wouldn’t want 
anyone to go through what I have had 
to go through.”

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Rail users hit 
out at bicycle 
hire scheme 


A BICYCLE hire scheme launched in Ely 
last winter has been branded a “massive 
flop”. 

Abellio Greater Anglia introduced its 
‘Bike & Go’ programme at Ely Railway 
Station in December in a bid to encour¬ 
age rail users to leave their bicycles at 
home and hire one from the station 
instead. 

The European-style programme will 
soon be available at 50 stations in the UK 
and to use the bicycles, people pay a £10 
annual subscription, plus £3.80 for 24 
hours’ use. 

But commuters say the bicycles have 
hardly been used since the initiative was 
launched in Ely. 

Aaron Sparrow, of Cambridge Road, Ely, 
said: “I’m yet to see one of the Bike & Go 
bicycles actually leave the racks. 

“They don’t seem to have gone any¬ 
where since the initiative was launched 
and every one of the 10 bikes on platform 
one is covered in dust and every saddle is 
covered in bird droppings. 

“It’s such a waste of money but I remem¬ 
ber thinking at the time the bikes arrived 
that they would hardly be used.” 

fake Mahase, who commutes from Ely 
to Cambridge by train everyday, said: “I 
think it’s fair to say the Bike & Go scheme 
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is a massive flop. 

“It might be working well at other sta¬ 
tions but in Ely the bicycles have hardly 
been used. 

“I think Greater Anglia are dreaming a 
bit if they think people will pay to hire a 
bike instead of taking their own. It doesn’t 
really make much sense.” 

Andy Shaw, chairman of the Ely Cycling 
Campaign, said it was “a pity” that the 
scheme was under-used but described it 
as “expensive” and “clunky”. 

A spokesman for Abellio Greater Anglia 
said: “We are in the process of putting in 
place a regular cleaning programme with 
our Bike & Go partners for the facility at 
Ely as we recognise the importance of 
ensuring that the cycles are well pre¬ 
sented to potential customers. 

“We are also planning to relocate the 
Bike & Go cycles to a different area of the 
station, as part of future plans we are also 
developing to improve cycle parking 
facilities for our customers using Ely sta¬ 
tion.”

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‘Bedroom 
tax’ hitting 
rural areas 


RURAL communities such as East 
Cambridgeshire are being hit by 
the ‘bedroom tax’ the hardest. 

That’s the message from Action 
with Communities in Rural 
England (ACRE) - the national 
body of Cambridgeshire ACRE - 
which is repeating its call for the 
Government to scrap the charge in 
settlements of fewer than 3,000 
people as a minimum. 

The Littleport-based charity has 
spoken out in the wake of a report 
by Ipsos MORI and the Cambridge 
Centre for Housing and Planning 
Research, which presents early 
findings from the evaluation of the 
removal of the spare room subsidy. 

The under-occupation charge or 
‘bedroom tax’, which cuts the ben¬ 
efits of tenants of working age in 
homes deemed to have spare 
rooms, came into force in April last 
year. 

ACRE, the national voice for 
England’s network of rural com¬ 
munity councils, maintains that a 
shortage of one and two-bedroom 
homes in the countryside means 
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rural tenants have no choice but to 
move into towns and cities or fall 
into debt if they cannot make up 
the rent shortfall. 

The report said that 47 per cent of 
landlords said they had seen an 
increase in rent arrears since the 
introduction of the charge. 

Kirsten Bennett, chief executive 
of Cambridgeshire ACRE, said: 
“These findings were inevitable. 
The ‘bedroom tax’ takes no 
account of the challenges rural 
tenants face. 

“Research shows it costs £2,800 a 
year more to live in the country¬ 
side than it does in a city and this 
tax has impacted on those already 
struggling with the high cost of liv¬ 
ing in rural areas. 

“We are backing ACRE’S call to 
the Government to exclude settle¬ 
ments of fewer than 3,000 people 
as a minimum from this unfair tax 
on some of the most vulnerable 
people in rural communities.”

Emily Burton, who lives in Ely, goes behind the 
scenes of this treasured landmark 


W ITH such epic 

proportions and striking 
beauty, Ely Cathedral 
often makes visitors gasp 
as they survey its majesty for the first 
time. 

The ‘Ship of the Fens’, so-called 
because it is visible on the horizon 
for miles around, is 537ft long and 
covers 46,000 square feet. 

If you’re after ancient, sprawling 
and enigmatic gothic archways, tick. 

Fabulous stained glass windows 
that cast dazzling beams of colour 
across a vaulted ceiling? Tick. 

Choral music echoing in the 
Octagon Tower from a resident choir? 
Tick. 

As cathedrals go (and we’re not just 
saying this because it’s ours ) it 
doesn’t get much better than this. 

As I arrive and am led to the old 
monastic buildings, I almost expect 
to find clergy and quill pens, but am 
faced instead with many of the 120 
employees and 200 active volunteers 
beavering away in a network of 
hidden offices, bestowed with 
thoroughly modern job titles 
containing words such as ‘Social’ 
and ‘Media’. 

Lesley Ann Thompson is the 
director of communications and PR 
at Ely Cathedral - not a job title you’d 
typically associate with a cathedral. 

“That really shows how much 
cathedrals have evolved,” says Lesley 
Ann, who comes from a business 
development background and has 
worked at the cathedral for seven 
years as part of a very dedicated 
team who care deeply about its 
integrity. 

“There’s something very striking 
about Ely Cathedral and we’ve had a 
lot of accolades,” says Lesley Ann 
who reminds me that the building 
features in a most prestigious list, 
‘Seven Wonders of the Medieval 
World’, along with The Great Wall of 
China and the Taj Mahal. 

China, India ... Ely? Impressive. 


So why all the employees, I wonder? 

Well, Ely Cathedral costs £6,000 per 
day to run with huge costs incurred 
from maintenance, insurance, 
heating and personnel. 

“First and foremost, we’re a 
Christian place of worship and we 
never forget that,” Lesley Ann tells

me, “but cathedrals have had to 
become financially self-sufficient so 
that the buildings remain fit for 
purpose.” 

The staff raise money through a 
combination of the Friends of Ely 
Cathedral programme, Legacy 
donations, the Order of St Etheldreda 
fundraising arm, events and of 
course tourism which is big business. 

Ely Cathedral was one of the first to 
start charging admission. 

Lesley Ann explains: “In the 1980s 
the cathedral was in desperate need 
of repair. To start charging was quite 
shocking at the time and it was a 
very difficult but necessary decision. 

“People who live in CB6 or CB7 can 
claim a resident’s pass and still enter 
for free. This is a community 
building and we don’t want members

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of the community to have to 
pay to come in.” 

Ely Cathedral is both active 
and hospitable when it 
comes to hosting events. You 
may have noticed it serving 
as a film location for six 
major movies with stars such 
as Colin Firth (The King’s 
Speech ), Scarlett Johansson 
(The Other Boleyn Girl), Mila 
Kunis (Jupiter Ascending, due 
for release this summer) and 
Michael Fassbender 
(Macbeth, out January 2015), 
all paying a visit to the city in 
big, swanky trailers. 

“It was a big risk for us,” 
says Lesley Ann on deciding 
to open the doors to 
Hollywood. 

“Sue Quinn (location 
manager for Harry Potter ) 
came for the grand tour and 
then through word of mouth, 
we started getting calls. 

“Film companies are 
always very respectful of the 
building and we ensure that 
all three daily services still 
take place no matter what’s 
going on. There is a line that 
can get crossed and we have 
to be very careful and 
sensitive about that. 

“Every single decision we’ve 
made has gone to Chapter 
(the clergy governing body). 
But the more we use the 
cathedral for events and 
filming, the more it becomes 
a community space.” 

Has anything ever got a flat 


‘No’ from Chapter? 

“Years ago we were asked to 
do a fashion show as the nave 
makes a kind of natural 
catwalk and we said no to 
that, but we try and be as 
open as we can,” Lesley Ann 
explains. 

In case you’re curious, the 
cost to hire Ely Cathedral as 
a film set can vary from a 
daily rate of £2,000 to £10,000 
and actors who went down 
particularly well with the 
back office included Geoffrey 
Rush, Channing Tatum (for 
aesthetic reasons) and Cate 
Blanchett (of course). 

If you’re not a film fan, 
there are a huge number of 
events to enjoy at Ely 
Cathedral from concerts to 
book signings, food fairs to 
exhibitions. Christmas? Too 
early? Lesley Ann confirms 
that Ely Cathedral does 
Christmas ‘really well’. 

The biggest event in the last 
13 years was the flower 
festival, which admitted 
20,000 visitors in four days. Is 
it just me, or are the 
cathedral staff starting to 
sound a bit like the Challenge 
Anneka team? 

This summer they’re 
throwing open the cathedral 
gardens to host an inaugural 
summer gift and food fair, 
with 60 stalls, a hog roast, 
Mad Hatter’s tea tent, 
coconut shy, farm animals 
and Cambridge Theatre 


Company’s production of 
Alice’s Adventures in 
Wonderland. 

I’m exhausted even reading 
the events calendar and have 
to lean on an ancient wall for 
a moment while Lesley Ann 
enthuses: “The events we do 
are always about the 
community. 

“We want Ely shops and 
businesses to benefit from 
the events just as much as 
the cathedral but we’re very 
careful not to go overboard. 

“Primarily it’s important to 
maintain the cathedral as a 
quiet and sacred space. What 
we’re all trying to do in the 
cathedral sector is to widen 
the appeal. 

“Whether that’s from a faith 
perspective or something 
else, we want to keep these 
buildings fit for purpose so 
they can evolve and grow.” 

If you’ve never stepped 
inside Ely Cathedral, or 
maybe you did once, but it’s 
been years, we’d recommend 
you visit. 

Lesley Ann concurs. “Ely is 
Cambridgeshire’s best kept 
secret,” she smiles. And we 
agree. 

Ancient cathedral on the 
outside, beating heart of the 
community on the inside.

Anti-social

PARENTS and carers are 
being asked to stay vigilant 
during the summer holidays to 
help stamp out nuisance anti¬ 
social fires.

Parker said: “Out of the 167 
deliberate fires in August that 
have taken place over the past 
three years, 92 of them 
occurred between 6pm and 
midnight. 

“Therefore this is the time 
frame in which we would like 
residents to stay most vigilant 
and for parents to ensure they 
know the whereabouts of their 
children.”

Albert Mazibuko is the only original member left in legendary South 
African group Ladysmith Black Mambazo. Gearing up for Cambridge Folk 
Festival, the singer talks to ELLA WALKER 


ALBERT Mazibuko isn’t entirely 
sure whether he’s been to 
Cambridge Folk Festival before. 

You can't really blame 
him; the 66-year-old has 
been touring the globe 
with South Africa's greatest 
musical export, Ladysmith 
Black Mambazo, since 1969. 
That's 45 years of festival and 
concert performances, and 
Cherry Hinton is nice, but let's 
be honest, for a guy who's 
travelled with Nelson Mandela 
(more of which later), it's not 
exactly worthy of a spot in his 
all-time highlights. 

Born Mdletshe Albert 
Mazibuko in 1948 in the 
town of Ladysmith in South 
Africa, three hours west of 
Durban and three hours east of 
Johannesburg, he was the eldest 
of six brothers and dropped 
out of school aged 8 to work 
on his father's farm. Years 
of manual labour followed, 
including a stint at an asbestos 
factory, before he signed up to 
his cousin's fledgling a cappella 
group. 

They took their name from 
their hometown Ladysmith, 
with Black referring to oxen, the 
strongest of their farm animals; 
and Mambazo, the Zulu word 
for a chopping axe, to symbolise 


the group's capacity to "chop 
down" any singing rival foolish 
enough to take them on. In the 
end though, they became so 
good they landed themselves 
a record deal in 1970 and 
got banned from singing 
competitively; they were too in 
demand as bona fide artists. 

Their popularity was 
as much down to talent, 
charm and modesty as their 
commitment to preserving 
South Africa's musical heritage, 
drawing largely on traditional 
isicathamiya music (pronounced 
"is-cot-a-ME-Ya”), that came 
out of the dire conditions to 
which black South African 
miners were historically 
subjected. 

Albert, humble, sweet and 
softly spoken, has seen the 
group develop and change, as 
old members moved on and 
new ones filtered in. "You know, 
the different members have 
been tremendous all these years 
because when we start, the 
music, you want it to encourage 
people to work together and 
be strong and then where the 
time goes is, we have to put our 
music [out there] to encourage 
people not to fight one another 
but fight the system that was 
bad for everyone in South 


Africa," he says thoughtfully. 

"When the freedom was 
achieved in South Africa, 
we started to sing about 
the celebration. Now we 
are celebrating what has 
been achieved by the people 
in South Africa and we are 
still encouraging people that 
working together, it's the 
best thing in the world.” 

One of the greatest things 
to have ever happened to the 
group was when they were 
invited to accompany Nelson 
Mandela and Frederik Willem 
de Klerk, who brokered the 
end of apartheid, to Norway 
in 1993 to receive the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

"That was the highest of the 
highlights for me because when 
we were there witnessing these 
two leaders they were accepting 
the peace for our country," 
Albert recalls. "We were asked 
to perform at the ceremony 
and also at the celebration but 
to be in the ceremony was the 
greatest honour for us. 

"Mandela requested us to 
sing there and even the song 
that we should sing, so he chose 
two songs and then we have 
to combine these two songs to 
make the length of four minutes, 



the time that we were given, 
and after we were finished those 
two songs, we stood up, he say 
‘Power, Black Mambazo'. 

After that, what can there 
possibly be left to achieve? 

"I still like to work with young 
people," he muses seriously. 

"Just to encourage them, tell 
them there's nothing gonna 


come easy in life but you got to 
dedicate yourself and then you 
commit yourself and then you 
do what you believe in, and then 
you do it. 

"By doing that you can 
achieve anything." 

The group are a case in point, 
just this year they won their 
fourth Grammy Award for Best 


World Music Album with Live: 
Singing For Peace Around The 
World, and neither the group, 
nor Albert, shows any signs of 
taking a rest.

GUARDIANS OF THE GALAXY 
(I2A, 128 mins) 

FROM its visually stunning opening set 
to the funky strains of Come And Get 
Your Love by Native American rock band 
Redbone, Guardians Of The Galaxy lends 
the Marvel Comics big screen universe a 
delightful retro twang. 

The sardonic anti-hero is seldom 
parted from his Walkman and he 
inspires his cohorts to greatness with 
repeated references to Kevin Bacon and 
Footloose. 

As the slick special effects attest, 
the budget for this intergalactic romp 
is big - so too are the laughs courtesy 
of director James Gunn and co-writer 
Nicole Perlman. 

The opening sequence affectionately 
nods to Raiders Of The Lost Ark and 
when the mystery surrounding the film's 
fabled treasure is revealed, the space 
cowboy casually notes the trinket has 
“a shiny suitcase, Ark of the Covenant, 
Maltese Falcon vibe". 

Gunn doesn't skimp on the spectacle 
- if anything, a couple of the outlandish 
set pieces are too long - but he adds a 
comic twist to each deafening blast of 
pyrotechnics. 

Thus a centrepiece prison break is 
underscored by Rupert Holmes' 1979 
hit Escape (The Pina Colada Song) and 
when the anti-hero barely escapes death 
in his spaceship and an extra-terrestrial 
girlfriend stumbles up from the hold, he 
looks at her with embarrassment and 
confesses, "I'm going to be honest with 
you. I forgot you were here". 



Abducted from his parents as a child 
and raised by thieves led by blue-skinned 
tyrant Yondu (Michael Rooker), Peter 
Quill (Chris Pratt) is a thief for hire, who 
steals a mystical orb sought by sadistic 
warlord Ronan (Lee Pace) and his army 
of Sakaarans. 

Peter evades Ronan's clutches and 
eventually aligns himself with a motley 
crew of mercenaries comprising green¬ 
skinned assassin Gamora (Zoe Saldana), 
genetically engineered raccoon Rocket 
(voiced by Bradley Cooper), his tree-like 
sidekick Groot (voiced by Vin Diesel) 
and vengeance-seeking warrior Drax the 
Destroyer (Dave Bautista), whose entire 
family was slaughtered by Ronan. 

When Peter learns the orb is an 
ancient artefact with the power to 
destroy the universe, he must put selfish 
desires to one side to repel Ronan 
and his underlings including fearsome 
intergalactic hunter Korath (Djimon 


Hounsou). 

Guardians Of The Galaxy is a blast. 
Pratt brings swagger and dry wit to 
his emotionally wounded hero, while 
Saldana adds sass and sex appeal to her 
otherworldly assassin. 

Bautista is marvellous as the hulk who 
takes everything literally - "Nothing 
goes over my head, my reflexes are too 
fast" - but almost every scene is stolen 
by the computer-generated double-act 
of Rocket and Groot. 

Cooper voices his feisty gun-toting 
furball with a wonderful blend of 
defiance and sarcasm, and breaks our 
hearts when it seems that he might be 
separated from his beloved sidekick 
forever. 

Cameos from Benicio Del Toro and 
Glenn Close hint at a wider canvas of 
political intrigue that director Gunn will 
be keen to explore in a sequel star-dated 
for release in 2017.

Allotments i 
facing threat 


THIS summer, during National Allotments Week, 
many gardeners will be flying the flag for all those 
who love their allotments with commemorative 
events and grow-your-own celebrations. 

But the event organiser, the National Allotment 
Society, is also promoting a much more serious 
message, highlighting the need 
to strengthen the protection 
for our remaining allotment 
sites and emphasising the 
benefits allotments bring to 
people and the environment. 

Reports vary as to how 
many allotments there are in 
the UK today, with estimates 
ranging from 150,000 to 
300,000. 

In 1996 there were four 
people waiting for every 100 
plots, but reports claim that 
has risen to 57 today, as the economic downturn 
and television programmes such as Gardeners' 
World and The Big Allotment Challenge have 
encouraged people to try self-sufficiency. 

Allotments are protected by legislation, so if 
a statutory site - bought by the local council to 
use specifically for allotments - is sold off, the 
council is obliged to provide a replacement plot. 
However, what sort of site it is replaced with may

be an issue for gardeners. 

Di Appleyard, the society's marketing manager, 
explains: "Moving an allotment site could mean 
dismantling thriving, socially cohesive allotment 
communities that, as recent research has shown, 
are situated on land that is high in bio-diversity 
with healthy soil, producing a 
significant amount of locally 
grown food. 

"Although legislation dictates 
that the plot holders must be 
offered an alternative growing 
space, it does not take into 
account the historical value 
and sense of place of the site or 
the damage that is done to the 
existing social networks. This 
element needs to be recognised 
and existing allotment sites 
should be valued and protected 

from disruption." 

The real threat to plot holders, it seems, 
lies in the loss of council-owned land classed 
as a temporary site - which the council has 
claimed for something else, such as a school or 
a cemetery, but on which allotments have been 
built as a temporary measure. 

"In such cases, plot holders should get the land 
registered as a community asset, which will give 




them a level of protection," Appleyard advises. 

"A lot of councils have been offloading 
allotments to groups of plot holders to self- 
manage. Locality, a network for community-led 
organisations ( www.locality.org.uk ) is a good 
starting point if you need help doing this." 

The society is concerned that the recent 
relaxation of the planning regulations, along with 
the pressure on local councils to build much- 
needed new homes, may result in more councils 
opting to sell allotment land rather than allocating 
previously used land for that purpose. 

"Don't wait for the rumours to start that an 
allotment in your area is going to be sold off 


to make a car park. Form an association or get 
together with other sites to get involved in a local 
plan. It's hard for a national organisation to lobby 
and change things because it's down to local 
councils to make their decisions about planning 
and development. Unless the community gets 
involved in it at an early stage, then it's probably 
too late," she adds. 

"An allotment association can be a really 
dynamic group, keeping allotments in the public 
eye, lobbying councillors and organising fund¬ 
raising charitable events."

Green light for 50mph 
lorries on rural roads 


THE AA has welcomed a Government 
decision to raise the speed limit for 
lorries on rural roads from 40mph to 
50mph which Brake has condemned. 

AA president Edmund King said: 
“This seems like a common sense 
move. Every driver has probably expe¬ 
rienced being stuck behind a lorry 
travelling at their legal 40mph limit on 
a single carriageway main road with a 
national default speed limit of 60mph 
for cars.” 

Julie Townsend, deputy chief execu¬ 
tive for Brake, the road safety charity, 
said: “We are disappointed and con¬ 
cerned by this announcement. Our 
own survey has just revealed the wor¬ 
rying extent of dangerous fast driving 
on country roads. We should be taking 
steps to address this, through driver 
education, lower speed limits and bet¬ 
ter enforcement. We are concerned for 
rural communities already blighted by 


fast traffic and for those who want to 
safely enjoy the countryside on foot, 
bike or horseback. This threatens to 
make these problems worse.” 

The Government is also consulting 
on increasing the speed limit for lorries 
on dual carriageways from the current 
50mph to 60mph. 

Mr King said an AA/Populus poll 
showed 81 per cent of drivers did not 
know the legal national speed limit for 
lorries on single carriageway main 
roads. 

He went on: “So it is no wonder other 
drivers get frustrated, perhaps think¬ 
ing the lorry driver was just being awk¬ 
ward, lost or was trying to save fuel. 

“Smoother traffic flow also provides 
some economic benefit by improving 
journey times. We appreciate concerns 
about letting lorries travel faster but a 
more realistic limit should lead to bet¬ 
ter compliance by all.” 


Announcing the change, which 
effects England and Wales, transport 
minister Claire Perry said: “We’re are 
doing all we can to get Britain moving 
and boost growth. This change will do 
exactly that and save our haulage 
industry £11 million a year. 

“Britain has one of the world’s best 
road safety records and yet speed lim¬ 
its for lorries have been stuck in the 
1960s. 

“This change will remove a 20mph 
difference between lorry and car speed 
limits, cutting dangerous overtaking 
and bringing permitted lorry speeds 
into line with other large vehicles like 
coaches and caravans.” 

Geoff Dunning, of the Road Haulage 
Association, said: “This decision will 
be strongly welcomed by hauliers and 
their drivers.” 

The change in speed limits will come 
into force in early 2015.
